Great things were 
expected by the conference, which wai 
summoned by the young Eojporer, bat 
then its proceedings were overlooked in 
the excitement produced throughoot Eu- 
rope by the resignation of Prince Bismarck. 
The proceedings from (he opening to the 
close were of the simplest character and 
now that an adjournment has been taken, 
the question is asked, what has the confer- 
ence accomplished? The proceedings were 
conducted seure'ly and those who partici- 


Chicagoans are trying to devise some 


grtat novelty to add to 'the attractions of 
the World's Fair, something that will outdo 
the Eiffel Tower. Many suggestions have 
been made, such as the "Phonoga" Hall, 
seating 15,000 people, with a huge phono- 
graph driven by a gigantic Corliss engine,

Mr. Elaine has expressed the opinion 


that the United States is ia honor bound 
not to make overtures to Mexico to part 
with any of her territory.

The declaration has 
been made the more strong by a constitu- 
tional provision to the same effect.

\V tSHiNQTON, March 3i —Among

articles added to the free list of the tariff 
bill are wearing apparel and other personal 
effects (not merchandise) of persons ar- 
riving in the United States, not exceeding 
§500 in value. The clause permitting the 
free entry of articles of growth, produce or 
manufactures of the United States after 
exported, was amended by providing it 
does not apply to articles which advanced 
in value or improved in condition while 
out of the country.

A}StORY OF "THE DAYS WHEN DIS- 


ASTERS WERE FREQUENT. 


Ail Experience on the"- Growler That Was 


Not 'the' Howling Success Its Captain 
ri»a Predicted—A Fire Alarm and Its 
Results—Unanimous Opinion. 
-About the time the closing scenes of the. 
late'war werp being _ enacted several steam- 
boats were burned, ono after another, at va- 
rious points on the Ohio and Mississippi t 
rivers and their tributaries. A singular fa- 
tality seemed to have befallen them, as .one 
after another fell victimstb the flames. Final- 
ly, after the last ono burned—the- ill fated 
Sultana—there came a feeling of relief. Still, 
with the regained confidence, the owners and 
officers of steamboats took" every precaution 
to protect the lives and property intrusted tc 
their care. -The government grow more ex- 
acting in enforcing its licenses and laws.* 
New life saving inventions were imposed upon 
the boats until it was almost an impossibility 
for a boat to be lost by fire, or the.lifo of a 
passenger or ono of the officers or crew to be 
sacrificed. Every captain felt it his personal 
duty to look after the safety of his boat and 
the passengers under his charge. 


THE FHIE BRIGADE. 


Suddenly an idea sprung up, and was 


seized upon as being a very good and sensible 
ono if properly carried put. It was to or- 
ganize the officers of a boat into a sort of a 
fire brigade and drill them ia such a manner 
.that in case of fire each man would under- 
stand his duty and be found at his pqst when 
called upon in.tho hour of danger and .need. 
The captain was to rush to the roof; ring the 
big bell to sound .the alarm; the pilots were 
to stand at the wheel until ordered to desert 
It by the captain; the clerks were to rush to 
tho office and save the books, money and 
papers; the steward and cabin boys were to 
make their way to the rooms and arouse the 
passengers; one engineer was to stand by his 
engines, while the other was to remain at the 
pumps; the mates were to apply and direct 
the hose; tho deck hands, roustabouts and 
firemen were to throw the stjages and life- 
boats overboard. Thus every man on the 
boat had some special duty to perform as 
soon as the alarm of "fire" was given. 


Q£ course, rehearsals were necessary and 


frequent to mako the men perfect in the per- 
formance of their duties. The experiment 
soon became such a success that quite a num- 
ber of boats adopted the plan and began 
boasting of their success. 


Among, these may be mentioned old Jim 


.Crowder, captain and owner of the ono 
boilered, flat bowed, stern wheel steamer 
Growler. Tho Growler towed rafts and did 
a general business on the bosom of the upper 
Bitterwater,-and could run down stream like 
a wild locomotive when she was feeling good. 
Capt. Jim and his crow had formed them- 
selves into a fino brigade, and ho was very 
proud of their performances. One day he 
received an order to go fifteen miles up the 
river and bring down nearly 200 negro wood 
choppers to a new field of operations^ Be- 
fore starting ho invited a few friends to ac- 
company him up and back on the trip. 


Said he: "I want to show you coming back 


how my new fire brigade works. It's a sue 
cess." 
i 


The guests stepped aboard, and, all being 


in readiness, ths Growler started up the 
river after the woodchoppers, who were on 
the bank awaiting her arrival. After -taking 
them on board, she turned her- head down 
the narrow; stream, the decks black with 
woodchoppers. Old Capt. Jim had posted 
his crew/oud ho wanted them to "show off' 
':before his friends. Getting them together, 
ho led them down,to the forecastle with the 
remark: "Now, you fellers stand right here, 
and I'll show you something you never saw 
befo'. Now watch, and ef pou don't say it's 
a success you kin have the boat." 


WHAT HE SHOWED THEM. 


The negroes were all over the boat^-up- 


stairs ntfd do mi, some singing, some dancing, 
some asleep. On the Growler flew. Old Capt. 
Jim remarked to his guests: ' 'Are you ready 
Here goes. "Watch'em." And he gave one 
wild Comanche yell of "Fire!" and made a 
rush for the roof, but ha never got there. Al 
was wild commotion. 
Everybody yellec 


Fire!" The officers flew to then- posts 61 


duty as they had been trained to do. The 
negroes jumped overboard from the top one 
Bides, and some jumped over the wheel 
lind. About fifty'of them rushed down the 
Iront steps over Capt. Jim, hiding him from 
view altogether for a time; and before they 
could stop the Growler there wasn't a negro 
on the boat anywhere and the banks on both 
sides of the river were lined with frightenec 
darkies wringing wet and trembling from 
;he shock" of their sudden bath. The boa 
anded to take them aboard, but they pro- 
'erred walking, and the Growler went down 
;he river without them. Upon arriving a 
;ho home wharf his friends took old Capt 
Jim by the hand and one of them observed 
"Captain, we have enjoyed the trip ana 
thank you, and we are unanimous in our opin 
ion that your firo brigade is a success.. There 
wasn't a life lost and tho experiment workec 
like a charm. You ought to get it patented. 


"Yer see, I furgot all about the derned foo 


niggers bein' there," he answered, apologoti 
colly. "I ought .to have told 'em 'bout i 
afore I hollered fire, ough'tent I?" 


The next time old Capt. Jim tested his fire 


brigade it worked like a charm.—Louisville
